PRACTICAL CATHOLICITY AN ASSET. 

How many men, who were altar boys in their youth, 
‘would be able to serve Mass if their services were needed ° 
Several months ago Mr. Patrick Crowley, President of 
the New York Central Lines, one of the ten one billion dellar 
corporations in the United States, was a guest at a hotel at 
Augueta, Georgia, at the same time that the Rev. John B. 
Kelly, Chaplain of the Catholic Writers’ Guild of New York, 
was stopping there. Mr. Crowley accompanied Father Kelly 
to the Jesuit church every morning, where the priest said 

- Mass and where Mr. Crowley heard Mass by acting as altar 
boy. Here was one of the biggest men in the financial world, 
making a public display of his faith in the south,. where feel- 
ing towards the Catholic Church, owing to ignorance of it, is 
not at all friendly. 

It may be interesting for the reader to know that the 
Presidents of many big railroad companies are Catholics, and 
some of them fervent Catholics, such as Mr. J. J. Bernet, 
the President of the Erie railroad, and former President of 
the Nickel Plate; W. J. Harahan, President of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, and the Hocking Valley Railroads; Mr. Carey, 
President of the Pullman Company; the President of the 

Rock Island: the Vice-President of the Illinois Central and 
others. 

Despite the fact that the management of these big rail- 
roads is under a Catholic, the Brotherhoods of Engineers, 
Conductors, and others connected with the railroads often 
exhibit a very anti-Catholic attitude, and make promotion 
dependent on Masonic affiliation. Let us suppose that the 
heads of these railroads mentioned were high up in Masonry 
or were very actively connected with a particular Protestant 
denomination, and the Brotherhoods were controlled by Cath- 
olics, and promotion in their ranks made dependent on affilia- 
tion with the Catholic Church. Would there not be a conflict? 
This is only one of one hundred instances which might be ad- 
duced in proof of the greater tolerance on the part of Cath- 
olics. 

The reader might also be interested in knowing that Mr. 
Farrell, President of the United States Steel Corporation, an- 
other billion dollar business, is a Catholic; also Mr. Fisher, 
Vice-Presilent of General Motors, still another among the ten 
one billion dollar corporations. 

But the lesson I would like to have vou learn is that no 
matter into what prominence you may be brought by your 
talents, vour ability to organize, by the social position that 
you may attain, or otherwise, you should not be ashamed of 
your faith. A man who does try to hide or disown his faith 
when he enters public life usually invites contempt of other 
people as being a man who Jacks principle; in addition, he sets 
a bad example to Catholic youth, who would be impelled to 
regard him as a sort of hero if he set his faith above all else. 

We are reminded of who ran for the office of 
Treasurer of a certain county some years ago, and Was op- 
posed by cliques on account of his religion. He was asked 
on one occasion whether it was true that he was a Catholic, 
and he answered, “It is true, and I beg to. say that, while I 
am not certain whether my politics are right or not, I am 
certain, in my own mind, that my religion is right.” 

In many cities today Catholics are certainly as prominent 
in business, and in the professions, as any other group, if not 
more prominent than any other group. 

A few months ago the bankers of Ft. Wayne had a ban- 
quet, and eight or nine speakers were selected from the city’s 
different financial institutions,and, while there was no thought 
of making a selection according to religious affiliation, it just 
happened that all the speakers, except one, were Catholics. 

That Catholics do not lack the qualifications which are 
needed when big enterprises are to be promoted was shown 
near the close of the war when, after repeated efforts to get 
the right men in the right places, the late President Wilson 
selected Edward N. Hurley as head of the United States 
Shipping Board, and Charles Schwab as head of the United 
States Shipping Building Operations. He also placed at 
the head of other big works “eo men as John D, Ryan, of 
copper fame. 

Hence, the Catholic religion is no bar to advancement, 
if he, who is the Catholic, will try with all his might to be- 
come eminent. and wil! allow his religion ever to be the dom- 
inant interest of his life. 

Those of less serious bent of mind will find the Catholic at 
the front in things of lesser moment, but in things which 
afford a great dea! of amusement, distraction, and recrea- 
tion for millions of Americans.
